The increasing activity of her rafl- 
way system is similarly demonstrable, 
In 1869, there were in France 10,743 
miles of railroad track; in 1912, there 
were 31,546 miles. 

Between 1869 and 1912, inland navi- 
gation increased 150%; while the traffic 
of her mercantile marine had amuazing- 
ly expanded. The tonnage entering 
I'rench ports tn 1869 is set down as 
11,000,000 tons. In 1912, this had been 
increased to 53,000,000 tons.

.money and effort in the great task of

,More closely the ties that bind the two 
‘great Republics together, and will en- 
able Americans to discharge in part 
the debt they owe to France for her 
friendly interest in the welfare and 
progress of the United States from 
the beginning of its life as a na- 
tion. 

In judging the industrial status of 
any nation, {ts production and con- 
euniption of eoal, iron, and steel and 
the growth of its trasportation sys- 
tems are highly significant factors. 

In 1869, French industries consumed 
‘21 million tons of coal of which 13.5 


of the United States and of France en- 
titled to as much respect as those of 
the mightiest empire. In defense of 
these principles, France is engaged in 
a death struggle with militant autoc- 
racy and ruthless aggression, and tt is 
not surprising to learn that she has 
loaned to her allies and to other friend- 
ly states 7,000,000,000 francs with which 
to further the cause of democracy. It 
is in keeping with America’s traditions 
that since the date on which we for- 
mally aligned ourselves with France 
and her allies in the great struggle, our 
Government has lent to France $370,- 
000,000. 

It is eminently fitting that America 
should now be fighting on French soil 
to make the world safe for democracy. 


The liberty that America has enjoyed 


for 140 years France helped her to 
achieve. The swords of Lafayette and 
Rochambeau, aided by the guns of De 
Grasse upon the high seas, assisted in 
cutting the foreign ties that bound the 
American colonies prior to the War for

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PANIC STOPPED BY 
NATIONAL ANTHEM 


Strains of Patriotic Air Halts Mad 
Flight of Theater Patrons to Exits; 
Suspects Are Sought 


Chicago.—Twenty-two hundred op- 
era-goers were thrown into a panic 
in the Auditorium theater last) Fri- 


day night and a number probably 
missed death by a hair when the fuse 
of a mysterious bomb fizzled out and 
the powder and guncotton contents of 


the infernal machine failed to ex- 
plode. 

It happened during the first act 
of the opera “Dinorah.” The first 


warping came When a small puff of 
white, acrid-smelling smoke oozed up 
from the middle of the main floor of 
the theater. Several larger puffs fol- 
lowed. Persons near the smoke rose 
from their eats with low cries, Con- 
ductor Campanini immediately swung 


the orchestra into the notes of “The 
Star Spangled Banner” 

The big audience checked its start 
for the exits and in a moment the 
threatened panic was averted. 

At the same instant that the con- 
ductor turned to his musicians, Bat- 


talion Chief Corrigan of Engine Com- 
pany No. 10, who was on duty in the 
back of the thed&iter, rushed down the 
aisle, picked up a sizzling piece of gas 
pipe, and running to an exit, hurled 
it info the street. 

Corrigan hurried back to help quiet 
the disturbed audience, and then com 
municated with the Federal authori- 
ties. Early Jast Saturday morning 
the police and Department of Justice 
operatives under Walter Furbishaw, 
first assistant to Chief Clabaugh, were 
searching for .the persons 
who had planted the explosive in the 
theater.

MEXICAN BEEF CHARGES. 
WILL BE INVESTIGATED 


Ralph P. Merritt, Food Administrator 
of California to Get at Facts 


San Francisco.—A complete investi- 
gation of the charges of D. P. Eastman, 
representative of large Mexican cattle 
interests, that because of the control 
of America’s meat business by a 
“chyue of packers,” he cannot market 
50,000 head of Mexican steers in this 
country, or sell 2,000,000 pounds of 
dressed Mexican beef, will be made by 
the Federal Food Administration, ac- 
cording to Ralph P. Merritt, Food Ad- 
ministrator for California. 

“If Eastman’s charges are found to 

true, they are of the highest im- 
portance to the country,” said Merritt. 
“We will sift them to the bottom and 
get at the facts.” 

Merritt's statement was made in the 
presence of two representatives of the | 
Butchers’ Board of Trade, who had 
called on him to confer regarding the 
proposal for a uniform closing day for 
retail butchers in connection with the 
meatless Tuesday now universally ob- 
served. The men were R. N. Weiss, 
secretary, and A. Shapiro, member of 
the executive committee. 

Earlier in the day John McKeon, 
president of the Butchers’ Board of 
Trade, explained Eastman’s dilemma 
by saying Mexican beef was undesir- 
able. 

“The meat black, tough and 
stringy,” said McKeon. “Mexican 
steers must be fattened locally before 
they are fit for slaughtering. The 
high price of feed makes their fatten- 
ing here prohibitive.” 

This phase of the question was taken 
up with Merritt by Weiss and Shapiro. 

“Nevertheless,” said Merritt, ‘‘East- 
man's charges merit thorough invest{- 
gation b#& the Food Administration, and 
we are going to make it. If food fit 
for human consumption, in such quan- 
titles as Eastman says he has offered 
in this state, cannot be made available 
to the consumer, we will find out why.” 

When informed of the statements of 
McKeon regarding the inferiority of 
Mexican beef, Eastman said: 

“I have withdrawn my offer to sup- 
ply 50,000 head of cattle on the hoof, 
but T still offer 3,000,000 pounds of 
prime and medium quality dressed beef 
at 11 cents a pound. If the butchers 
say there is any difference between 
prime beef that comes from Mexico, 
Canada or the United States, they are 
saying what any cattleman knows 
not true. 

“T am willing to have any beef ex- 
pert take a quarter of my beef and a 
quarter of beef grown in California 
and see if he can find any difference 
in color or quality. Prime beef is 
prime beef, no matter where it comes 
from.” 

The point raised by Eastman was dis- 
cussed with interest by San Francisco 
householders. The consensus of local 
opinion is that, with the Government 
instituting a universal meatless Tues- 
day for the sole purpose of conserving 
the nation’s meat supply, and with the 
public being educated to eat whale 
meat for the same purpose, Mexican 
beef should not be kept out of the 
market even if the butchers’ contention

Receipts from Uncle Sam's national 
forests in the last fiscal year exceeded 
those for 1916, the banner previous 
year, by more than $600,000, and to- 
taled over $3,450,000. The cost of op 
erating the forests, about $4,000,000, 
was virtually the same as in 1916. 

The increase, according to the for- 
estry officials, came chiefly from a 
more active timber business and from 
the higher fees charged for grazing, al- 
though practically every form of use of 
the forests was greater than ever be- 
fore and nearly every revenue-produe- 
ing activity contributed to the gain. 
The only exception was that of sales 
of turpentining privileges, which fell 
off nearly one-half. Since these sales 
are made only on the Florida forest 
the recelpts from this source are rela- 
tively small 

The timber business realized for the 
government over $1,600,000 and live- 
stock grazing ovey $1,500,000. Permits 
for waterpower development brought 
In over $100,000 and other forms of 


A tremendous amount of work hag 
fallen upon Uncle Sam's civil service 
commission since the beginning of the 
war.

With the demand for timber mark- 
edly stimulated by war conditions, the 
government foresters anticipate a 
further increase in the national for 
est cut and the receipts for timber dur- 
Ing the current year. On the other 
hand, they point out that an increase 
{n business will necessarily call for 
more work and increased costs. Con- 
gress provided for this by increasing 
the funds available this year for na- 
tional forest administration and pro- 
tection by about $80,000. 

Of the grazing recefpts cattle fur 
nished approximately $900,000 and 
sheep $570,000. On account of the 
food shortage faced by the live-stock 
industry throughout a great part of 
the West last spring, and because of 
the needs of the nation for meat, 
wool and hide production, the stock 
were adinitted early and up to the full 
limit of the carrying capacity of the 
ranges. As a result of regulated graz- 
ing the capacity of the ranges has 
been growing greater for some 
years, the forest service officials state, 
and the increase In grazing receipts 1s 
in part due to the fact that the herds 
on the forests this summer are larger 
than in any previous season. 


Institution Is Planned 
To Aid Maimed Fighters. 


In preparation for giving crip- 
pled soldiers and sailors train- 
ing in trades and other occupa- 
tions that will make them self- 
supporting, an institution is to 
be established in New York by 


the American Red Cross. This 
is to be modeled after the best 
institutions of the kind in 
France, England and Canada. 
Jeremiah Milbank of New 
York has donated a building, a 
fund of $50,000 and has guaran- 
teéd to pay the expenses of an 
investigation committee to study 
other institutions of the kind. 


BOAT CAN MAKE LONG TRIPS 


New Vessel Owned by Uncle Sam Able 
to Remain at Sea Without Making 
Port for Several Months. 


Uncle Sam has a new steamer, the 
Surveyor, for use in the coast and 
geodetic survey, which is so designed 
that it will be able to keep at sea with- 
out makirg port for several months at 
a time. 

The Surveyor has a storage capacity 
for 75,000 gallons—enough to carry her 
5,000 miles at full speed or 7,500 miles 
at working speed. 

The vessel is equipped with water 
tanks and storerooms sufficient for a 
period of six months. The refrigera- 
tors are exceptionally large, so that 
the crew may have fresh meats and 
végetables while distant from port for 
considerable periods during the long 
surveying seasons. 

The Surveyor will carry a full equip- 
ment of surveying instruments, includ- 
ing two sounding machines, one elec- 
trically driven and one steam driven. 
Her, boat equipment consists of four 
motor-driven launches, two whale 
boats and several dories. The radio 
equipment was designed, made, and 
installed by the bureau of standards 
of the department of commerce. ~

The Only Way.

Uncle Sam. 


More potash was produced during 
the first six months of 1917 than was 
made during t®e entire year 1916. The 
reports received by Uncle Sam’s geo- 
logical survey have been reduced tuo 
terms of the commercial unitt common- 
ly used to measure the available or 
water soluble (K,O) in the product, 
and only material actually sold by the 
producer during this period is in- 
cluded. 

The Nebraska alkali! lakes still lead, 
having yielded about one-third the en- 
tire production. There are now at 
least four important operators in this 
fleld. 

No production is reported from feld- 
spar or other silicate rocka, but con- 
siderable quantities of potash salts 
and potash-bearing fertilizers were ob- 
tained from the dusts In cement mills 
and blast furnaces. 

The production from kelp was about 
15 per cent of the total, as it was in 
1916. 

Potash from’ distilled slop and other 
organic sources made 15 per cent or 
more of the total. 

The figures seem to indicate that 
the production for 1917 will exceed 
25,000 tens of potash (K,O) or two 
and one-half times that in 1916. This 
fs about ten per cent of the average 
normal yearly consumption of the 
country before the war, showing the 
need of further stimulating domestie 
production of potash
